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661—174.2(81GA,SF169) Reporting of civil penalties. Within 30 days of the assessment of a civil
penalty upon a retailer or employee of a retailer of products containing pseudoephedrine for a violation
of the provisions of 2005 Towa Acts, Senate File 169, the city or county which has enforced the civil
penalty shall report the following information to the Director, lowa Division of Narcotics Enforcement,
Wallace State Office Building, East 9th and Grand, Des Moines, lowa 50319:

1. Name and address of the retailer.

2. Name and birth date of the employee, if the civil penalty was assessed against an employee. If
the assessment was against more than one employee, the name and birth date of each employee subject
to the assessment shall be reported.

3. Date of the violation.

4. Description of the violation.

5. Amount of the civil penalty assessed.
